Plans for Taming 
Arkansas River

U'.S. 
engineers 
explained 
their 


plans for 
taming 
the 
Arkansas 


river in this vicinity at a public 
hearing yesterday afternoon. 


Work is planned along an 18-mile 


stretch. It'll be part of the over- 
all footcontrol, hydro-electric pow- 
er and navigation program for the 
Arkansas from Tulsa, Okla., to its 
mouth. Congress has approved the 
plan, but still must 
appropriate 


funds. 


Included in the work near here 


will be construction of a new and 
permanent channel for more than 
half the 18 miles to straighten out 
sharp curves and eliminate ero- 
ion. 
Bank stabilization will be anoth- 


er item — also to prevent erosion. 


The area of work lies partly in 


the Little Rock and partly in the 
Vicksburg engineer district. Rep- 
resentatives from both offices were 
here yesterday. 


The Little Rock district has avail- 


able $600,000, which will be spent 
soon on bank revertment and cut- 
ting a pilot channel to eliminate a 
wide U.

State's January 
Farm Income 
Shows Decline 


Little Rock, March 17 — (fP)— AR- 


kansas' January farm income was 
$21,000,000 less than a year ago— 
but apparently it's nothing seri- 
ous. 


The agriculture department 
in 


Washington 
today 
reported 
the 


state's farm income from market- 
ing last January was $23,613,000 as 
against $44,757,000 in January, 1949. 


But according to Miles McPcek, 


Little Rock agricultural statistici- 
an, January, 949, was not a nor- 
mal month. He attributes the fig- 
ure for that month to sale of part 
of the state's large 
1948 
cotton 


crop then,. 


Figures in his office show 
the 


state's farm income in January, 
1948, 
was a more nearly normal 


$125,456,000. 


McPeek explained that in 1948 


Arkansas produced a large cotton 
crop, much of which was gathered 
late and not sold until January of 
the next year. 


Mississippi had a similar experi- 


ence. The Washington report today 
listed it's January, 1950, 
income 


as $17,677,000 as 
compared 
with 


$69,515,000 in January, 1 1949. Mc- 
Peek's figures show Mississippi's

The tentative reduction was re- 
ortcd by members of the power- 
ul "central" subcommittee of the 
ppropriations group. The cut does 
not affect foreign aid funds, 
nor 


does it apply to the so-called per- 
nanent and indefinite appropria- 
ions and trust funds which can- 
lot be trimmed. All together they 
ccount for about $12,000,000,000.

make the federal deficit for the 
iscal year 1951 about $4,000,000,000 


Man to Die for 
Slayinq of 
Wifeinl949 


Little Rock, March 17 ~ 
(/P) — 


Robert Louis Smith apparently will 
die April 28 for the slaying of his 
former wife here last May 4. 


The U. S. Supreme Court has re- 


fused to review the death sentence 
against Smith, a former Texas con- 
vict, court officials notified Smith's 
attorney yesterday. 


Smith was convicted of fatally 


shooting Sallie Mae 
Earner, 
40, 


near Little Rock's university hos- 
pital, where she was employed as 
a nurse's aide. 


Smith, 41, has served a three- 


year prison term in Texas for a 
bigamous marriage to Mrs, Barn- 
r. 
His conviction of first degree 


murder and the death 
sentence 


were upheld by the Arkansas Su- 
preme court.

Their theory is 
that if any substantial economies 
are affected in the committee, 
Democratic majority will

he credit. 


They also figure that, this being 


a congressional election year, they 
can pick up strong 
backing 
for 


amendments to trim the scores of 
items that make up the bill's 
totals. 


Some Republicans are talking 


about a blanket cut 'of 10 per cent 
on all items. They

would pass on a roll-call vote.

Berlin, March 14 —(UP)—Soviet 


guards have been withdrawn from 
the site of Adolph Hitler's air raid 
bunker, and the place where he 
committed suicide has become a 
storage area for scrap metal. 


The Soviet army has blasted the 


bunker to junk and rubbish. The 
heavy upper b l o c k h o u s e lies 
pitched on its side. Around 
it is 


neatly piled scrap metal salvaged 
from the nearby ruins of a mad- 
man's dreams. 


All the front of the great reichs- 


chancellery building beside which 
Hitler dug his hole has been blast- 
ed away. The massively beautiful 
palace of old Paul Hindenburg is 
no more than a heap of dust and 
broken brick and stones. 


Between them in an area of a 


couple of acres, is the bunker site. 
"Verbotcn" orders 
plastered 
all 


about forbid anyone to enter the 
area. 
Asked 
why 
visitors 
are 


barred, a ragged German 
work- 


man said, "We do not know, but it 
is verbotan." 


Perhaps the Russians fear there 


might be pilgrimages of mourners 
to Hitler's suicide spot. If so they 
do not believe armed guards are 
warranted to prevent it. Even if 
the. mourners came, 
the pitched 


block house scarcely identifies for 
the uninformed the place 
where 


Hitler died. 


Or did he? The story persists in 


Germany that he still 
lives. A 


great many believed it at one time. 
Now the Germans seem to agree 
that he is dead. Certainly all the 
evidence is to that effect. 


But dead or not in body, Hit- 


ler's spirit is alive in Germany,-! 
and becoming livelier every day. 
It is 
the 
spirit 
of nationalism 


sparked by .resentment against de- 
feat, poverty and the self-invited 
indignity 
of 
occupation by the 


armed forces of foreign powers. 


There are no professed "Nazis" 


in Germany now. That would be 
against the law. But in the cast, 
Russia encourages 
a 
brand of 


nationalism not 
much 
different 


from Hitler's. 


The greeting taught to children 


in the eastern zone of Germany 
under Russian occupation is "be 
ready." When the Russians estab- 
lished headquarters of their Ger- 
man government in Berlin, there 
were torchlight parades, bonfires, 
goose-stepping marchers 
in hob- 


nailed boots—all in the old national-
